What's tho matter with the Victoria La- 
crosse club DOW ? 

They're atill all right ! 

Yestorday, in the home of lacrosse, it's 
birthplace and cradle — Montreal — the 
champions of British Columbia met and 
humbled the veteran Montreals. And Btich 
a victory as it was ! Six straight games for 
the bluo and white ! No wonder tho boys 
feel good, and tho ataunch supporters at 
homo who- remained true to the colorB, do- 
apito the gloomy prophecies of continuous 
defeat, can now ask as they aro asking— 
" what do you Bay now ? " 

And tho rest of Victoria's Iacrosso 
enthusiasts oin only reply "Hurrah! 
Let tho good work go on." 

The first dotuils of the match came, crisp 
und condensed, from Flold Cuptoin Cullin, 
who wired homo : 

"Victoria beat Montreal in six straight 
gimcB. Eekardt scored four games; Frost 
and P, Cullin ono each. Tho boys did not 
have to work very hard either." 

Full partioulara of the match aro con- 
tained in tho appended telegram to the 
Colonist subsequently received : 

Montreal, dept. 13. -(Special.)— The 
Victoria lacrosse boys aro jubilant over thoir 
six straights victory over the Moutreul club 
today. Tho team made a clean sweep of 
everything beforo them and Montroal never 
scored a gamo. They say thero are no 
mosquitoa in British Columbia; atallevents 
the Victori ia did not bring any insects on 
their uniforms, while flioa in myriads 
Eeemed to settlo on our local toam. Thore 
were about 1,500 people presi nfc to seo the 
match, which wus the opening ono of tl o 
Victoria club's tour; and thero were about 
fifteen hundred people disappointed in two 
waya— first, thot tho visitors should put 
up ao Btrong and good a game, and, aecond, 
that the Montroaia were capablo of such a 
poor one. For the firat four games thero 
was something liko ovenneas of play, 
and the home team waB not 
ovorshadowed, but for all tha* the Victoria 
home managed to score every time. When 
tho ball went to the visitors' defence end 
tho Montreal home seemed to bo lost in the 
work. Bob Cheney was playing at point 
and nothing came his way that ho did not 
have a hand in returning baek, while 
Ketchum was entirely able to take care of 
everything that Hasloy, McCallum or Fair- 
bairn sent near enough to tho flags to be 
dangerous. 

For Montreal, Hamilton played decidedly 
the best game, and Fatterson's absence was 
very noticeable on tho defence. Piorre and 
Coulson did some good work occasionally, 
but thero always appeared to be two Vic- 
toria men in the immediate vicinity of ono 
Montrealer. On tho Victoria side, Blight, 
Cheney, Macnaughton and Ross Eekardt 
were tho Btars, the latter having a wonder- 
ful faculty for scoring, taking four out of 
tho Bix games. 

On tho whole, the Victorias aro to be 
congratulated on tho showing made in their 
opening match, and if they do nearly as 
well duriDg the rest of their tour, they will 
have reason to be proud of themselves. Hut 
a few words will suffico as a description of 
the match. Tho Montreal team were out- 
played at all points, but particularly in the 
last two games. Hero ia tho Gazette's re- 
port of the match ; 

" Tho lacrosse match to-day between tho 
Montreals and Victorias was the firtt 
played on the latter'a Eastern tour, and wus 
a big surprise to all lacrosse mon in this 
city. The team from Victoria is composed of 
a fine lot of young men, well built and having 
overy evidence of hard training. To meet 
and (iefeat such a team as tho Montreals on 
their own ground, to say tho least, is no 
smail honor. About 1 ,500 peoplo witnessed 
the game. Ross Mackenzie was referee, 
while Dick Kelly, of tho Shamrocks, und C. 
Little, of the Montreal Athletic Asjociutioo, 
stood by the poles us umpires. Tho teams 
lined up as follows : 

Montreal — Hamilton, Sheppard, Gille- 
tan, Louson, Anderson, Pierre, Coulson, 
Reed, McCallum, Hasley, Fairbairn and 
Murphy; II. Brophy, cuptain. 

Victoria—/;. Ketchum, A. Belfry. C. L. 
Cullin, S. Campbell, G. Tito, W. F. 
Blight, W. E. Ditchburn, F. Cullin, A. E. 
Macnaughton, Rosa Eekardt, R. Cheney 
and R. J. Frost; H. Morton, sparo man; W. 
H. Cullin, field captain. 

Tho first gatno lasted only five minutes, 
and from tho start it was upparent that the 
Victoria boys had the best of tho game, 
though a few of them were at first some- 
what nervous. This soon woro off, however, 
and fast and clean Iacrosso was tho order of 
tho day. Blight got tho ball out at the 
face-off, and it went down on the Victoria's 
homo, but only remained there a few sec- 
onds when Louson, tho old-war horse for 
the Montreal teum was thero and sent it up 
to tho other end of tho field. Cheney 
brought it out of a scrtilllo and gi.vo it to 
Campbell, who put it well on the Victoria's 
home, and again some hot work took place. 
After thia the ball never passed centre 
field, and finally Ross Eekardt got 
possession of the sphere and scored. 

Tho second gamo turned out to bo shorter 
than tho first, as it only lusted threo min- 
utes. Tho bull, after being faced, waa sent 
on the Victoria home, and after a few 
passes between Macnaughton, F. Cullin, 
Ditchburn, and Eekardt, the latter scored. 

Tho third gamo was aa pretty an exhibi- 
tion of lacrosse aa was ever seen in Mon- 
treal. Blight got tho ball out at tho faco 
and it immediately travelled on tho Vic- 
toria home, but Louson stopped it and 
travelled it back to tho other end of the 
field, where it remained for about ono min- 
ute Belfry got it out and gavo it to C. L. 
Cullin, who passed to Tito, who gave it to 
Blight; from him it went to Ditchburn, and 
from Ditchburn was advanced to P, Cullin, 
who gavo it to Frost, who scorod while on 
his knees. 

Tho fourth gamo was fast and hard. 
Victoria lost on tho draw, but the ball was 
soon captured by Ditchburn and passed to 
Tito, who threw down on the ilaga. Sev- 
eral attempts wero made to eooro, but tho 
Btrjng dofenco of Montroal seemed to be 
impregnable for a time. Sheppard, of the 
Montreal defence, played a brilliant game 



while it lasted. During thia game the 
homo team did their beat to rattle Vic- 
toria's dofenco, but it did not work, and 
tho bull wus repeatedly roturned to the 
homo field, Blieht, Ditchburn, Tite and 
F. Cullen distinguishing themselves by 
brilliant catches and runa, feeding the homo 
well. Macnaughton secured the ball from 
the Montreulera and mado a grand run 
around bohind and bock again, until an 
opening preaented, when he ahot a hot one, 
but failed to acoro. Sheppard returned tho 
ball to tho other end, where it lingered but 
a ahort time. Belfry, who played a atur 
gamo throughout, rcturnod to centre 
to Blight, who pasBed to Eokardt, then 
ho to Frost, who waa willing but 
whoso check wus down on him in a moment. 
However, Frost Bwiped to Eokardt, who 
ufter a short run swung around and scored. 
Time— 8 minutes. 

Almost ua soon as the fifth game was 
started Macnaughton got a aovero body 
check from Louson and was knocked out 
for u fow minutes, but was able to play 
ugain after a littlo rubbing. Whilo he lay 
on tho grasa tho Victoria boys put the ball be- 
tween the flags again, but, this waa notallowed. 
so the ball waa faced off onco more. After 
aoven minutes of pretty fast lacrosse, in 
which timo all ho Victoria boys showed up 
to goob advantage, ub did uIbo Prior, Com- 
aon, Louson, Milton, Sheppard, Foarbain 
and Murphy, for tho Montreals. Ross 
Eckarat again got the ball, and with one of 
his sido shotB scored. 

The sixth gamo waa a snap 
for tho Victorias. ' The home 
toam appe^. ii to bo outplayed at every 
turn by Victoria, and could hardly believe 
the Western boys could put up Buch team 
work. Tho ball was continually in the 
vicinity of tho Montreal's goal, and after 
six minutea play, Tito paBaed to Biight and 
then to Ditchburn; from him tt wont to 
Frank Cullin, who scored with a swift over 
hand shot. 

Eight minutes remained to complote tho 
time, and play continued without Bcoring, 
during which time Montreal played a purely 
defence game.

The Government Refuses. 

Montreal, Que., Sept. 13 —Represent- 
atives of tho railway and Btcamahip com, 
paniea had an interview with Sir John 
Thompson here to-day, to endeavor to ob- 
tain his promise that the Government would 
agree to allow its officials to inspect all im- 
migrants landed in Canada, with a view to 
preventing contract luborera from entering 
the United States through Canada. The 
interview waB a lengthy one, the steamship 
and railway peoplo representing the incon- 
venience and loss that would ensue if the 
United States Government stopped all 
trains at tho border to examino them. Sir 
John, however, replied that tho Dominion 
Government could not under any circum- 
stancea enter into such an agreement. 



A BLANKET MORTGAGE. 

Southern Pacific Railway to Borrow Nearly 
One Hundred Millions on Their 
Road. 

New York, Sopt. 13 —Tho proposed issue 
of a blanket mortgage for $09,000,000 on the 
Southern Pacilio railway was confirmed at 
tho company's office to-day. The bonds aro 
to be issued only on tho California division, 
covering about i>,000 miles of road and 
property estimated to have coBt over $100,- 
000,000. The bonds are being negotiated 
with a syndicate representing New York 
and foreign capitalists. Of the loan $50,- 
0000,000 will bo used to retire prior liens, 
and tho balance of $49,000,000 will bo used 
on new road and equipment. Mr. Hunting- 
don says that nono of the bonds will be issued 
to represent present or past debts of tho 
company. In fact, it is stated that tho 
Southern Pacific Co., representing $300,- 
000,000 worth of property, does not owe 
any floating debt beyond current liabilities 
of $3,000,000. Mr. Huntingdon also says 
that tho mortgage will bo a first lion on all 
tho company's property. " Tho company," 
ho says, " has bnilt during tho past two 
years over one hundred miles on which there 
is no mortgigo at all, and tho new mort- 
gugo will be a firBt mortgage lien on this 
mileage. As the present outstanding bonds 
mature they will bo taken up by this mort- 
gage and will bo exchanged for the new 
bonds. The bulouco will bo issued aa tho 
construction of now milengp,mado necessary 
by the increasing local traffic, justifies such 
issue. There aro certain limitations in tho 
mortgago as to tho amount to be issued 
within certain porioda, and it will prob- 
ably be well into tho next century 
beforo all tho bonds authorized under tho 
terms of the new mortgage, will bo out- 
standing. No bonds are lo bo issued to pay 
u higher rate of interest than 5 per cent. 
The creation of this mortgago is in line with 
the general policy adopted by all largo com- 
panies to merge their mortgage liens 
into a unified or coneoliduted mort- 
gage which will cover their wholo 
system.

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 



Steamer Warrimoo Fined— Uninten- 
tional Violation of the Customs 
Law Admitted by the Captain. 



Good News From Victoria Sealers— Re- 
ports of Seizure Contradicted— The 
Now Oriental Line. 

A fino of §400 was imposed on tho R. M. 
S. Warrimoo yesterday, by Collector Miluo, 
after Capt. J. C. Arthur and Purser T. 13. 
Young had been heard in explanation of 
tho affair. Tho breach of tho customs act 
charged was that an amended manifest; had 
not been filed when the ship carried away 
part of tho cargo originally manifested for 
this port. Tho ofl'enso being admitted, 
though it had been dono without intention 
to violato tho law, tho collector had no op- 
tion but to imposo tho fino, which is tho 
minimum provided by law. Tho captain 
and purser returned to Vancouver this 
morning. Capt. Arthur declared that ho 
had supposed all tho requirements of tho 
customs laws had been complied with when 
the ship left port, and he is quito as well 
satisfied as are tho customs authorities 
with tho amended regulations which will 
obviate a ^repetition of what has occurred. 
He disclaims all responsibility for the car- 
rying away of tho Victoria freight, which 
was made necessary by the peremptory 
orders received from tho ship's agents to 
carry on to Vancouver tho Sound freight, 
which had been loaded in such a wuy that 
it would have had to be landed at Victoria 
as intended, in order to got at that for this 
port. Ho expresses himself as much an- 
noyed that circulation should havo been 
given to the rumor that tho steamship 
company or officers desired to favor any 
port or any shipper in the intorest of any 
other, as they wero most anxious to satisfy 
all with whom they could do business. 

RETURN OK THE GENEVA. 

By tho return of tho sealing schooner 
Geneva from the Copper Island coast, yes 
terday morning, good news was received for 
all interested in the scaling schooner Sadio 
Turpel, inasmuch as it disposed of all un- 
easiness which may havo arisen from tho 
report that she was wrecked. She was 
apokon by tho Geneva on tho Copper Island 
coast about tho 10th of August with a catch 
of some 1,000 odd skins. Speaking about 
vessels spoken, Capt. O'Leary, the Geneva's 
skipper, said: "Noither the Anuie C. 
Moore nor tho Annie E. Paint are seized. I 
spoke the former on August 20, with 1,100 
skins for the season. She had not been 
seized. I heard tho report about the 
Paint, but there is nothing in it. Tho 
Paint and Libbie wero both in shorn and 
wero glad to get out, but the former was 
not seen. I spoke tho Walter L. Rich on 
August 26 with 1,050 skins, Umbrina on 
the same day with 2, 100 skins; Enterprise, 
August 27, with 1,202, and Mary Ellen, on 
August 25, with 1,801. On tho way home, 
I passed a schooner 1 took for tho Sapphire 
on August 31, the Mary Taylor on Septem- 
ber 6 and the Henry Dennis at 
the Cape yesterday." The Gene- 
va's catch for tho season numbered 
2,000 skins, but in addition to these she 
brought home 340 belonging to tho Maud S., 
which she loaded at sea shortly beforo start 
ing for Victoria. She was ono of tho 
schooners which left hero for the Japan 
Coast early in the year with a Japanese 
crew, and her cruise hus been a most sue 
cessful one. No accidents save one wero ex 
perieuced, and that was when sho was on 
her way across to Japanese waters, a boat 
was smashed on deck by a big sea which 
broke over the stern. 

IN FROM THE NORTH. 

The steamer Barbara Boscowitz's freight 
decks were filled to their capacity with sal- 
mon, and her passenger accommodation was 
all utilized when sho arrived from the north 
yesterday morning.

Nicholson and wife and G. J. Cook, 
•besides 4 Japs, 04 Chinese and 10 Indians 
By tho time the Boscowitz makes unother 
trip from the north it iB expected all tho 
salmon in the north will be down.

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A CRY FOR HELP. 



Fuller Particulars of the Destruction 
of Kincolith— Want and Desti- 
tution Resulting. 



Archdeacon Collison'a Appeal for Re- 
lief-Petition to the iudiau 
Department. 



Already sympathetic frionda aro moving 
in & pructfcal way to relievo the distress oc- 
casioned among tho residents of Kincolith, 
by tho tire which devastated this thriving 
settlement at the mouth of tho Naas on 
Sunday the 3rd instant. The facts of the 
disastor were published in a Nanaimo tele- 
gram to the Colonist ycstorday morning, 
and later in tho day tho steamer Bosoowitz 
brought the following letter from Venerablo 
Archdeacon Coliiuuu, resident at Kiuoulith : 

Kincolith. Naas Mouth, Sept. i, 18D3. 
Dear Sii<9: 

1 rogrot to Inform you that a lire broke out 
in ono or tho Indian houses hero ycstorday, and 
boforo its progress -was arrested It destroyed 
almost hnlf the BOttlemont. Some thirty fam- 
ilies have been rendered homeless, and our lino 
now church was consumed. 

Wo need a temporary frame building for our 
mit3ion services and holp for tho more needy 
IndianChristianB. 

May I beg that you will kindly insert this 
appeal In your columns, as X feel assured tbero 
aro many friends in Victoria who would desl 
to help in such a caso as this. 

I Bhall ask the Hank of Hritish Columbia to 
reccivo subscriptions, or thoy might bo sunt 
direct to the Colonist.

The tiro occurred in tho afternoon, while 
eervico waa being held in the pretty little 
church, only recently erected at a coat of 
between $7,000 and $S,000; almost all tho 
residents not away fishing wero in 
the sacred edifice, and the archdeacon 
was tho first to notico through the 
open window the smoke of the fire, 
accidentally originating in one of tho cabins 
where some hay had been stored, which 
presaged destruction to tho thrifty villuge. 
The congregation was hastily diamised, 
and, headed by their pastor, men and 
women battled bravely against tho flames, 
which, fanned and spread by a fresh breeze 
from the water, mounted quickly in the 
direction of tho church. 

With no apparatus for fighting fire at 
their command, the ellbrta ot the earnest 
volunteer brigade wero of littlo avail. 
Soon thirty houses were blazing and the 
cinders and pieces of burning wood picked 
up by tho wind and carried high in the 
air had sot fire to the church; 
the dry, seasoned timber burned quickly 
and it, too, was soon in ruins, The dura- 
tion of the firo was not more than threo 
hours, yet in that short time the destruction 
of the churoh, storehouso and thirty dwell- 
ings had been accomplished. Nor is the 
destruction of their homes the full extent 
of the misfortune whioh has befallen the 
people of Kincolith, Many of them had 
already procured their winter supplies, 
which also were lost, and the villagers 
aro now in danger of immediate famine, 
for the stores in hand aro but sufficient to 
lust a few days and tho passing steamers 
can Bpare littlo from their stores. 

The Bishop of Caledonia, who is now in 
Victoria, gives many details of tho fire, 
which show the fight made by the people of 
Kincolith to have been a valiant one. The 
Arehdeason, who fainted twice from sheer 
exhaastiou during the battle but quickly re- 
covered and again plunged into the work, 
waa ably supported by his parishioners, 
both white and red, Mrs. Collison devoting 
her attention especially to removing the 
furniture of tho church— carpets, lectern, 
reading desk, font, lump*, etc. — which, but 
for her energy, would have been destroyed 
with the building. The mission building 
was saved with extreme difficulty by the 
use of blankets and buckets filled from a 
neighboring well. It being Sunday and all 
the Indians, or the majority at least, having 
gone to procure winter supplies, tho village 
was practically defenceless, tho fighting 
forco numbering fewer than fifteen men, 
including Mr. Woods and his stall', who 
came over from the Cascade cannery to lend 
their aid. 

It is difficult to estimate tho financial loss 
involved — the majority of those burned out 
lost their all, small as it may seem when 
expressed in dollurs and cents. The church, 
which had not long been completed, was 
valued at about §7,500, exclusive of the 
$150 memorial window presented by an 
Indian chief converted to Christianity. 
Charles Barlow, the storekeeper, estimates 
his loss at $15,000, and twenty fivo others 
will not averugo less than $100 each, bo that 
tho total loss may bo put down approxi- 
mately at $'20,000. 

At present tho majority of the sufferers 
are camped upon the beach not even having 
tents to protect them from the clementB. 
They will rebuild their village as soon as 
material can be got on tho ground, and un- 
til it is possiblo to replace tho church with 
a new one services will be continued in tho 
old church, which is at present utilized as 
school houHo and place of shelter for several 
distressed families as well. A petition 
from those in urgent need has been brought 
down by llishop Ridley, und handed to tho 
Indian Department to whom it is addressed. 
It asks tho government to advance $2,000, 
to he repaid in annual instalments of $100, 
with which it h hoped to build a saw mill 
und thus securo building material at homo. 
Tho generosity und obarity of Victorians 
aro also appealed to directly. Contribu- 
tions, in money, clothing or provisions will 
bo gladly received by the purser of the 
BoBCOwitz, Mr. Friend, by tho resident 
clergy of tho Kpiscopal church, or at the 
offices of tho local newspapers. 

Kincolith, Sept. 4. — The origin of yes- 
terday's firo is found to have been the up- 
setting of u kettle of fat in one of the 
cabins, tho occupants of which wero at- 
tending service in tho church. Of course 
thero was no insurance on any of tho 
numerous buildings destroyed. 



COLD STORAGE. 

To tiik Editos: — Tho consensus of 
opinion at yesterday's mooting of the Hoard 
of Trade, as reported in your issue of this 
morning, was evidently in favor of the es- 
tablishment of a cold storugo system in Vic- 
toria, und tho question instantly suggests 
itself, why does not Victoria doit? Tho 
capital involved — whether ono takes tho 
highest or tho lowest figures quoted to tho 
meeting, viz., $lL'. r ),(X)0 "or $27,000 respec- 
tively—is not enormous, and could, one 
would imagine, easily be raised in a moneyed 
centro like Victoria. The profits will pro- 
bably ho lurgo — much larger than is goner- 
ally imagined— and thero is no reason why 
they should be added to tho list of tho 
Province's exports, provided only those who 
oxprees themselves in favor of tho scheme 
aro willing to buck their opinions. To the 
-casual observer «1 recont arrival, who is 



consequently open to correction, there 
would seem to be u luck of enterprise iu tho 
capital which consorts ill with the extraor- 
dinary resources of tho Province, and with- 
out enterprise there can bu no dc> 
velopment. Victoria is not advancing as 
rapidly as she should advance, and the 
rsason is not far to seok. The cost of living 
is too high. Immigration will never bo 
attracted in any quantity so long as this 
condition provails. Popularize prioeB and 
you will populate places, aud in population 
ulono — up to a certain point — far, far dis- 
tant in the caso of British Columbia, lios 
popular prosperity. Any movement there- 
fore whioh lends to bring about this result 
should bo welcomed with delight and 
fosterod with caro by all concerned. 

An effective and continuous system of 
cold storage would unqueationubly bo a 
move in this direction. It has proved so 
elsewhero and, tho conditions being ecpual, 
should provo so hero. Amongst other 
advantages it confers imperishability upon 
the "perishable article," that bano of many 
a trado, and holps to preserve tho wealth of 
tho community; for fresh fish and picked 
pears awaiting consumption are as much 
wealth, in tho true sonso of tho word, as 
their equivalent in dollars lying idle in tho 
vaulta of a banking house. Tho inaugura- 
tion of this now steamship lino botweon 
British Columbia and Australia is tho 
biggest event, so far, in the history of tho 
Proviueo— of infinitely greater possibilities 
than anything that is to bo looked for in 
connection with tho C.P.R., and Victorians, 
if wise, will recognize this faot und not 
allow tho profits which will arise — as thoy 
assuredly will — from enterprises springing 
out of it, to go to outsiders.

COMMITTED SUICIDE. 



Frederick Schilder, a New Arrival in 
the City, Ends His Own Life 
With Morphine. 



No Reason Assigned for the Deed- 
Where Was the Fatal Drug 
Procured aud When V 

A mysterious suicide is now engaging the 
attention of tho polieo in Victoria. It is 
that of Frederick Schildor, who was found 
in his bed at No. 155 Yatea street yesterday 
morning in a comatoso condition as a result 
of having taken a doso of morphine. Dr. 
Fraser was immediately summoned, and 
though he and Dr. Frank Hall, who was 
afterwards called in, did all in their power 
to restore the patient, it availed nothing and 
he died about 10 o'clock. Nothing was 
found in the room to indicate the causo of 
death, but tho doctors think it was duo to 
morphine. No reason is given why the 
deceased should have taken his life, for 
although he had not any money he had ap- 
peared to bo in good health and spirits. 

Schilder came here about a fortnight ago 
from Seattle with Alexander M. Wood, who 
was rooming with him. Wood met him in 
Seattle, and haviDg known him some years 
ago was surprised to find him on the Coast. 
Schilder, being out of work, agreed to come 
to Victoria to canvass for Wood, who ia an 
artist, and they took tho room where tho 
suicide occurred. Wood «ajs thoy had 
met with fair success bore. When he went 
to bed on Tuesday night, Schilder had al- 
ready retired. Thoy had a conversation, in 
which Wood asked his friend what luck ho 
had had during tho day, Schilder's reply 
being that he had not takon any orders, but 
expected a good one next day. After somo 
general conversation they went to sleep. 
Yesterday morning Wood got up about J'J 
o'clock, dressed and went out, Schilder be- 
ing still asleep. About noon ho returned, 
and found the deceased in tho same posi- 
tion. Ho went over and Bhook him, but ho 
did not stir. Dr. Fraser was then sum- 
moned, and ho called in Dr. Frank Hall to 
assist, but the efforts to save tho man'« life 
were ineffectual. Tho room was searchod 
yesterday morning, but no bottle, or othor 
evidence of a drug of any kind, was found, 
and tho question now is, if the deceased 
took morphine, where did ho get it ? 

Those who know Schilder describe him 
as a sociable chap and one of tho last in the 
world who would bo expected to end his 
own life. Ho had no money, but waa not 
completely strapped, and thero does not 
seem at present to bo any reason for tho 
act. An inquest will bo held by Coroner 
Dr. Hasel to-day. In tho meantime an 
autopsy is being made.

A DENIAL. 

Writing o! tho attitude nssumed by Al- 
derman Bragg with regard to tho surfuco 
drains, after the opinion of the oity barris- 
ters had boon road, we said: "With the 
self-sufficiency of dense ignorance, ho sot 
up hiB opinion ugainat thut of Messrs. 
Eberts and Tuylor, and if lie had his way 
all tho surface drains would be uaod as 
sewers." This Alderman Bragg, in a letter 
to the Times, characterizes aa "a falsehood 
of the worst kind." 

Our roaders will aeo by the following 
extract from tho r< port of Monday even- 
irjga'a council proceedings taken from tho 
Times, whether or not tho reference we 
draw from what Alderman Bragg Baid in 
tho discussion was warranted. After Al- 
derman Henderson had said ho "thought 
in view of tho report from tho city solicitors 
it would ho unwiso to grant tho request," Al- 
derman Hragg remarked, "tho surface drains 
should be uoed until tho system of Bewerage 
proper bo coniploted, lb was a mistake 
that the by-law was drawn so close. If tho 
aurfiice drains could not take surface water 
it wis a waste of money to build them 
Further on in the discussion, "Aid. Bragg 
naked Aid. Belyea to explain tho dill'erciico 
between surface drains and aewcra. Was it 
not better to take tho sewage off by the bur- 
face draitiB than by the old box sewers'; The 
only trouble was that tho surface drains run 
into Victoria harbor." 

It does not require much discernment to 
see from the above extracts that if Alderman 
Bragg hud his way alL tho surface druins 
would ho used as sewers; and it ia . very 
singular if he said so "plainly" as ho re- 
presents that it was tho duty of tho Council 
to fall into line with tho opinion of the (Jity 
Barristers, that his plain speaking was loBt 
upon both tho reporters. We have 
no desiro to misrepresent Alderman Bragg 
or any ono else. 



COUNCILLORS AND CONTRACTORS. 



ANOTHER DENIAL. 



It is to bo hoped that the electors of tho 
North ward will see how dangerous it is to 
their interests and to tho interests of their 
follow citizens of the other wards, that there 
should bo too intimate a connection botween 
City Councillors and contractors, They 
must see that if tho City Councillor expects 
the contractor to be his customer he will 
do all in his power to got the contract for 
that particular contractor. Ho will work 
for that contractor, and in ovcry vote in 
which the contract ia concerned ho will have 
his own profit, in viow and not the interests 
of his constituents, and that of the other 
taxpayers. This ia human nature, and, as 
every ono knows, thero is a great deal of 
human nature in City Councillors. The law, 
it will be observed, takes cognizanco of this 
tendency on the part of Councillors to favor 
contractors at the expense of tho public, for 
it disqualifies the Councillor who has any 
interest, direct or indirect, in any corpora- 
tion contract. What doos it do this fori 
Why, simply to guard the interest of the 
taxpayer and to take temptation out of the 
•vayofthe Councillor. 

No >v, let us go a step further, and sup- 
pose that the contractor, in violation of the 
law, is the customer of the Councillor. Is 
it not natural that that Councillor will do 
all ho can to favor tho contractor who is 
bis customer 'i It is his interest that 
the contractor shall he favored as to tho 
way in whioh he does tho work and as to 
the extras, and so forth, as much bb pos- 
sible. When questions in which the interests 
of the contractor are involved comeup before 
the Council, as they often do, is tho Council- 
lor, who may bo said to be the contractor's 
sleeping partner, likely to consider thoso 
questions impartially and to give an impar- 
tial vote '! Will he not be certain to favor 
the. contractor, even if in doing so tho pub- 
lic Buflers losa'i This is human nature 
again, and it, in auch circumstances, is 
known to be very weak indeed. The law 
regards it in this light, for it punishes the 
Councillor who disqualifies himself by hav- 
ing an interest in a city contract by finiDg 
him §2,500 if ho sits in the Council and 
votes after ho haB been thus disqualiliod. 

A little reflection will show that this pro- 
vision of the law is goodund necessary, for, 
if a Councillor is permitted to have an in- 
terest in a city contract, it is clear that he 
will prefer his own interest to that of the 
taxpayers. And if theso virtual partner- 
Bhipa between Councillors nnd contractors 
aro allowed, or aro countenanced in uny 
way, tho door is opened wido for all aorta of 
corruption. In that case, what ia to hinder 
the contractor offering tho Councillor a 
big percentage on the contract if tho Coun- 
cillor, through tho excrciso of his influence, 
obtains it for him '>. Then in that case there 
is nothing to prevent the Councillor giving 
tho contractor a good show every timo tho 
affaira of the contructare considered by tho 
Council, and if thut Councillor has brains 
and influonco he may not find it difficult to 
induce other Councillors, for considerations 
of one kind or another, to aide with him in 
favoring his favorite contractor. Such 
things have been known to happen, and » 
ring of Councillors havo been able to en- 
gineer matters in such a manner that they 
and the contractors who wero in with them 
had everything their own woy, and tho 
electora wero robbed right and left, 

All this could easily happon— and no 
doubt some of it has happened in this city — 
if tho oleutora are not careful in their choico 
of Councillors, and if they do not nip all 
alliances boLwcen Councillors and con- 
tractors in tho bud. Councillors should nob 
bo allowed to have any privato dealings 
with contractors, and any ono of them who 
has been found to bo connooted with a con- 
tractor in uny city work should bo rejuotod 
without tho Blighteat hesitation. By re- 
turning such a man to tho Council tho elec- 
tora really join tho Councillor and contraotor 
in a conspiracy agalnBb themselves, If the 
citizens of Victoria want to havo a pure and 
honest Council thoy must do their share to- 
warda makiDg it pure and honest. 



Alderman W. A. Robertson saya that tho 
Colonist " acouaes " him of saying: "It 
was time enough to build a contagious 
diseased hospital when an epidemic came." 
Tho Coi.o.n'Iht made no accusation. Wo 
simply quoted from our report of the pro- 
ceedings of the City Council. 

The reporter understands his businesa, 
and we are informed by a gentleman who 
wus present ab the meeting that Mr. Robert 
aon uttered the words that our reporter at 
tributed to him. Nothing is moro common 
than for a certain class of speakers to forget 
what they did say. Tho moat cruel thing 
that could be done to them is to report their 
Bpeeches verbatim. They would not want 
many suah reports. 

NOT FREE TRADE. 

Wo hardly think that thoBe Liberals who 
really believo in free trade will get much 
encouragement from Mr. Laurier's utter- 
ances on the subject. It is hard to tell from 
what ho says how near ho proposes to ap 
proach free trade, or how far away he in 
tends to keep from it. All that ho says on the 
subject is, when examined, hazy and inde 
finite. l''or instance, ho said ut .Newmurket 
tho other d*y, " the authors of tho National 
Policy, thoso that pretend that it ia good 
for tho people, tell us to day that it must bo 
reformed. We arc all agreed us to this 
Tho National Policy must be reformed and 
reformed thoroughly.* "Theonly difference 
between Conservatives and Liberals is as to 
what is to be tho nature of 
tho reform which is to take place. 
Tho Conservatives tell you that 
they mean to roform tho protective 
policy on the basis of protection. Tho Lib 
erals tell you that wo aro going to reform it 
on tho lines of freedom of trade." After a 
short digression on tho subject of loyulty 
Mr. Laurier returns to hia subjoct and con 
tinues : " We aro told by the Government 
and by their organ that we cannot bo sin- 
cere because we cannot havo freedom of 
trade in this country. I admit that wo can- 
not have freedom of trade in this country 
in tho Bame way that they have it in Eng- 
land. For many years to come wo will havo 
to raise our revenue by customs taxes, but 
at tho same timo I tell you that at this very 
moment wo can reform our tariff on the hues 
of free trade." 

The discerning reader must see that as 
the Liberals intend to depend upon customs' 
duties for a revenue, iiny reform which they 
can make cannot go very far in the direction 
of frco trade. The distinction which the Lib- 
eral leader draws between tho Conservative 
trade policy and that which tho Liberals in- 
tend to pursue ia so fiuo and so indistinct 
that practical men will be at a Iobs to see 
where tho difference is. Tho great fact 
which cannot bo concealed or glossed over 
is that the Liberals intend to depend upon 
duties on imports for the main part of their 
revenue, precisely us is done by tho Con- 
servatives now. Tho reform which tho 
Liberals are promising must, therefore, bo 
so small thut it is not worth making a fuss 
about, and tho chances aro that the changes 
they may attempt to make, if thoy over get 
tho chance, will bo in the wrong direction. 
At t.ny rate Mr. Laurior's assertions and 
admissions prove conclusively that tho Lib- 
eral trade policy, whatovor may bo its char- 
acter, ia not to bo in any sense a froo trade 
policy. 

A STUM PINO TOUR. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Laurier has been making a 
scries of speeches in Ontario. Ho is tolling 
tho electors of that province what tho 
Liberal policy is to bo and what it is not to 
be. Tho leader of tho Liberal parry is a 
pleasant speaker. Ho doea not speuk 
harahly of his opponenta, and ho has u very 
clover way of ignoring or gliding over sub. 
jeots which ho doea not find it convenient 
fully to diBouea, Ho will, no doubt, pro- 
duoo a good improssion in Ontario, and his 
tour is likoly to havo tho olfect of making 
political disotiasion in Ontario less acri- 
monious than it haa been hitherto. It will 



do much to dissipate tbo prejudice which 
many of tho Ontario peoplo have contracted 
against French Canadians. These who go 
to hear Mr, Laurier will bo convinced that 
a leading French Canadian can discuss pub- 
lic questions not only ably but in a way 
that hurts no ouo's feelings, and which 
dees not give nffenoo to the most 
sensitive or the most oxueting. In thia 
way Mr. Linnet's mission to Outario is 
calculated to do good. If he does any- 
thing in thut provinco to romove prejudices 
ugaiuBt French- Canadians, tho Liberals 
ought to bo welcome to any advantage 
which may follow tho establishment of a 
better understanding botween tho inhab- 
itants of Ontario and Mr. Laurior's com- 
patriots in Quebec. This, wo believe, will 
bo the chief good which Mr. Laurier's ad- 
dresses will effect. If they aro all like hia 
Newcastle apeeeh they aro politically too 
weak and complexionleaa to havo the effect 
on Outario nudiences favorable to tho 
Liberal party. That speech is certainly 
not calculated to mako Ontario Conserva- 
tives favorablo to tho Liberal polioy. 
It will wo believe rather have tho 
t fleet of disappointing his Liboial hearora 
and of causing them to concludo that thero 
is nothing for them or for tho country in 
the new Liberal policy. They must see that 
thero ia no strength in that polioy, and that 
it is so exceedingly indefinite that it con- 
tains little or nothing for tho average On- 
tario politician to take hold of. Thero ia no 
material in it for an election speech. When 
tho Ontario Literal who has heard Mr. 
Luurier's speech goes home and talks it over 
With his neighbors, ho will see how little 
thero ia in it, and ho will wonder why ho 
was pleased when ho heard it delivered. 
People will think a great doul of 
Mr. Laurier personally, but we aro 
greatly mistaken if, from a political point of 
view, hia speech-making tour will not prove 
a Bignul failure.

Young RamuB 1 
father was also prcsont but aaid ho could do 
nothing with hia boy, who had a "mania 
for running away from homo " In reply to 
His Lordship ho said that the bost thing 
for tho boy would bo to sand him to the re- 
formatory. The loarnod judgo took this 
view of tho csbo and sontencod tho boy to 
15 months, at tho samo timo giving him a 
severo lecture and informing him that, 
should he ever como beforo tho court again, 
thero was a probability that he would bo 
flogged. Sand waa allowed to go on sus- 



pended sentence, his father entering into 
rocognizvncoa in tho sum of §250 for his up- 
paarunoo when called upon.

All Tuesday afternoon and evening tho 
preliminary inquiry into tho tragedy on 
board tho bark Rathdown at Sidney was in 
progress, and when Stipoudiary Magistrate 
Mucrao completed tho last deposition and 
retired to the cabin provided for his accom- 
modation on shipboard, iho entire evidence 
in tho case had been reduced to writing, 
save the expert testimony of the medical 
man — Dr. Frank Hall. This was taken in 
tho Provincial court, yeBterday, and tho 
prisoner Wilson formally committed for 
trial on tho charge of murder. Tho evidence 
disclosed no material facts that have not 
been already related. Francis, tho seaman 
who, beforo the stabbing, had knocked 
down Wilson with a boo handle, explained 
on the stand that his action was in s.df- 
defouco — that tho prisoner waa rushing to- 
wards him with a knife, and that ho had 
reason to fear for hia safety in consequence, 
but that he only Btruek tho ono blow. 
Other witnesses said that two or three 
blows had been struck by Francis, Wilaon 
receiving one while prostrate on tho deck. 
In view of these facts, au information was 
laid againBt Francis, charging him with 
aggravated as'ault upon tho prisoner, and 
he also was committed for trial. Wilson, 
who his shipmates agroo in Baying, evinced 
a wicked, murderous inclination tor hours 
after tho stabbing, is now preserving a very 
quiet demeanor. Ho complaias continually 
of paina in hia head, and feigna illuesa 
which medical examination shows not to 
exist. When asked if he had unything to 
s&y, the hearing of evidence being con- 
cluded, he answered that he know nothing 
of the circumstances rolated — he was 
"drunk when be came aboard." The cap- 
tain of tho Kathdowu and the other wit- 
nesses examined at Sidney fully appreciate 
tho consideration shown by Magistrate 
Macrae and Superintendent Huasey in hold- 
ing tho inquiry the ro instead of summoning 
all witnesses ti Victoria. Tho accommoda- 
tion cost the officers considerable sacrifice of 
comfort, which they might easily have 
saved themselves — at the inconvenienco of 
tho others.

Dr. S. D.jl'ope, Superintendent of Edu 
cation, wroto that it wui not neceBBary to 
isauo a certificate to John St. Cluir to enublo 
him to bo uppointed teacher of caliathenic8, 
such instruction being optionul ; and ho 
quoted from tho act tho clause beuring upon 
tho Board's power to uppoiut such an ollicer. 
Received and laid on table. 

John St. Clair wrote submitting a plan of 
action to be followed should he be appointed 
drill instructor. Ho proposed to divide the 
schools into squads, each of which ho would 
instruct half an hour each week, and that 
the teachers should give twenty minutes' 
instruction in calisthenics each day. Re- 
ceived and tubled, the Board not feeling 
sure of their power to make tho appoint- 
ment, though approving of the idea. 

Mayor Heaven bavins intimated that an

An Immense Business in Which the 
Canadian Dominion Should 
Share. 



Many Lines of Importance and In- 
terest— Present Imports From 
America. 



(Continued from yesterday's Colonist.) 
Queensland has a population of less than 
half a million, and is nominally protective, 
but for wank of a homo market the high 
duties havo little effect boyond that of in- 
creasing tho revonuo from imports. The 
volumo of trado is large, tho imports from 
all countries being valued at $25,000,000, 
and the total oxporta at i?,'17, 000,000. Tho 
aharo of the United Statea in tho trado is 
§070,000 in imports from and §:U,500 in ox 
ports to that country. As in tho caso of 
New South Wales, tho returns make no 
mention of Canada, whoso warea beimjsent 
in sailing vessols from Now York nro in- 
cluded in the imports from tho Uuitod 
Statos. That there havo been practically 
no exports to America iaduo no doubt to the 
tact that in tho absence of direct steamship 
communication Queensland has paid noatten- 
tion to that markot. Tho following are tho 
dotaila given of tho imports from the United

Tho external trade of the Colony of Vic- 
toria ia on very much the same lines as that 
of New South Wales and Queensland, and 
included for 1S91 a total of about $65,000,- 
000 imports from and §55,000,000 exports 
to places outside of Australasia. Canada is 
credited with contributing §420,000 to tho 
volume of imports, mainly in tim- 
ber, and with buying nothing in 
Yoturrl. ?ho United States; sold to 
the Colony to tho extent of $3,028,000 
and bought §1,928,000 worth. Tho trade 
between Victoria and the United States and 
Canada increased in each instance by moro 
thnn fifty per cent, in tho ten years ending 
in 1891. In a former letter the detaila of 
New South Waleb' trado were given. The 
other Australasian colonies — South Austra- 
lia, rYwtWB Australia, Tasmania and New 
Zealand— also offer good opportunities for 
trade development. Though some of these 
ure yet of comparatively small importance, 
they aro prosperous and progressive, and 
their trade promises to become year by 
year of much greater volume. Buyine ^ 
they do annually to the aver^ value of 
upwards of §175,0^^, f Mm 0Ute id B 
W -Iia, and selling alrfont U) the Bamo ex- 
tent, the AuatralaSftffi Colonies should be 
important epsfomers for Canada if it can 
be shown that each of the two coun- 
tries supplies what tho other lacks. In 
this respect Australians think that they 
havo much thu advantage, and from lack 
of information on tho subject they appear 
to attach very littlo value to the Canadian 
market. It seems, however, that the 
Dominion can profitably soli to Australia 
ei-en moro than she can buy from there. 



Tho great Canadian staple of lumber, for 
instunce, has already found ready sale in 
tho Australian colonies, but not at all to 
the extent to which it appears it might 
probably be consumed. Australians tell 
with pride that they havo in their own 
territories boundless quantities of timber 
only waiting to he cut up to be available 
for all domestic uses; hut at the. same time 
the manufactured product is not forthcom- 
ing either plentifully or so cheaply as it is 
in Canada, and the probability of early im- 
provement in this respect ia not great. 
Tho want of streams on which to 11 >at 
the logs to the milla will always make 
Australian lumber expensive. Tliut tho 
country suffers inconvenience from tho pres- 
ent conditions is very apparent from tho 
variety of awkward substitutes for boards 
seen in every direction, especially in the 
farming and ranching districts, whero the 
buildings aro to outward appearance of the 
moat primitive and roughest description. 
Experience has already shown tho superior 
quality of Canadian lumber, and much 
greater quantities than now sent should bo' 

readily saleable. Our easily workable pines 
and other soft woods aro thoso most needed. 
Latest quotations show an increasing and 
steady business in Oregon pine during duly, 
at £4 to £5 per 1,000 feet, largo lines. 
Latha and pickets aro reported in good de- 
mand ; and doors over supplied and dull. 
As tho attacks of tho white ant prevent the 
use of wood hero for many purposes to which 
it would otherwise he applied, any Canadian 
vurioty into which tho ants would not enter 
would bo apocially accoptablo. 

AOBIOiJLTDRAIi MACHINERY. 

Necessity is driving men by hundreds 
from the towns to make their living in tho 



natural way from tho soil, and somuthing I 
moro substantial ia thuB likely to be substi- 
tuted for tho artificial prosperity which has 
so woefully collapsed in all the commercial 
centros. Thia increased attention to farm- 
ing will naturally lend to a greater demand 
for implements of all sorts, and in thia line 
Canada has shown her ability ',o compete 
with tho world. Tho Massey-Harria 
company of Toronto and lirontford havo by 
means of their branch houses hero introduced 
farming implements of their manufacture in 
all the colonics, and so great has been tho 
satisfaction given that evory machine sold 
has proved a valuable udvertiaoment for tho 
firm. Formerly thesn urticlos catno in sail- 
ing vessels, via New York, but it is satis- 
factory to learn that on tho opening of tho 
now stoamship lino it waB found possible to 
secure freight ratea making it profitublo to 
ship over tho C.P.R. to Vancouver and 
thence jjdirect to Sydney, tho Warrimoo 
bringing a lnrgo consignment on hor last 
trip, while tho Miowera bus u still larger 
shipment sent from Chicago. The equipment 
of tho farmer hero has been comparatively of 
a very old fashioned ordor in tho way of 
carta and wagons, aa well as of machinery, 
and it yet remains for tho Canadian wagon 
maker to introduce hia warea. 

VEHICLES. 

Experiments alroady made with carts, 
wugous, buggies, and vehicles generally, of 
Dominion make havo nob reaulted profit- 
ably. The trouble has been solely with tho 
price", it appoars, tho groat concerns in 
tho Uuitod States underselling tho smaller 
Canadian establishments, but with tho 
new life infused into this induatry in 
Canada of late years it seems probablo that 
this obstacle to trado may bo removed. As 
Boon as tho Canadian manufacturers can 
compete iu price with thoso of the United 
States, they can count on a ready salo horo 
for their vehicles, which havo but to he seen 
to be appreciated. The stylo and quality of 
thoso in use here are not up to the Canadian 
standard, either iu tho cities or on tho 
farms. For general passenger hire, hansom 
cabs aro tho most popular, and they aro 
good of t heir kind, but "fares" also liberally 
patronize thousands of awkward antiquated 
four-wheelers of the drag variety, which 
would not find any custom in a Canadian 
city. Handsome barouches, such aa are 
seen by the hundred plying for biro in 
Canada, aro hero used only as private 
equipages, with a liveried coachmun in 
place of tho familiar "cabby" on tho box. 
OFFICE AND 110U.SK KUUSITUItE. 

Furniture manufacture has not reached in 
Auatrulia tho degreo of excellence attained 
in Canada, and for lack of the desired woods 
probably never will. Tho common furniture 
ia largely the product of Chinese labor. 
Much of tho better clasa ia mado by white 
labor from woods imported from the United 
States; but tho best of all is imported from 
the latter country, either complete or lack- 
ing tho upholstery, according to tho nature 
of the article. This imported furniture — of 
tho oflico or of tho household variety — is in 
no way superior to that manufactured in 
Canada, and tho prices quoted are such 
that it aeemB as if tho Dominion could pro- 
fitably tharo in thia trade. 

MUSICAL INSTRUMENTS. 

OrgaDS and pianoa have been sold in tho 
Australian market by tho Bell Organ and 
Piano company, of Ouelph, Ontario, for 
about twelve yearB, and in a single year be- 
tween three and four hundred instruments 
have been disposed of without difficulty. 
The instruments have won golden opinions 
here from thoBO who have tried them, but 
they are etill comparatively little known, 
and tho average Australian looka incredu- 
lous when informed of tho number actually 
Bold in theso colonies. The fact that they aro 
usually referred ta as "American" h w much 
to do with this,&nd ,with the limited knowl- 
edge of American geography possessed here, 
the appearance on tho instruments of the 
makers' names and address makes little im- 
pression. Sales of other Canadian instru- 
ments aro also commonly made through 
local dealers, but the Bell's great success 
has been owing to tho fact that they have a 
live Canadian to represent them at their 
Australian headquarters in Sydney, and ho 
not only pushes tho trade through the 
dealers in all the cities, but keeps on hand 
a considerable number of instruments so 
that any dealer not carrying a Hrgo atock 
can be (quickly supplied. There <\ro now 
enough Canadian instruments in use for 
dnalcrs to readily Becuro unimpeachable tes- 
timony as to their excellence of quality, and 
aa they cm bo profitably sold at prices 
considerably below thoso of other makes 
of equal or inferior merit, they are bound 
to becomo favorites. It ia only with tho 
cheapest varieties of German manufacture 
that the Cuuudian pianos and organs do r () ^ 
compete in price. Against all high cle^, j Q _ 
struments they hold their own in nnalltv 
and have the advantage in prico. ( 

F,8H '".'.oliUfrrH. 

Fi ° h f .".om British Columbia will find ready 
■«ie in till the Australian colonies, and a 
mora limited demand may be expected for 
tho Eastern Canadian product of preserved 
lobsters, oysters and sardines. The fresh 
salmon Bent frozen by each of tho two 
steamers on their first tripB created an ex- 
cellent impression, and arriving aa it did in 
iperfoct condition made it [plain that, when 
'the additional cold storage accommodation 
is provided, largo quantities of tho froth sal- 
mon can be regularly Bent, with good profit, 
Ab mentioned in a former lotter, thero 
was some difficulty in arranging for 
the handling of the salmon in Syd- 
ney, and had it not been for tho fact 
that the shipper camo himsolf to look after 
and dispose of it tho result might havo been 
the temporary abandonment of tho attempt 
todevelopthia market, The favorable notice 
which the salmon attracted, however, in the 
hotels, the clubs, and at tho private tables 
of leading citizens, led to a general demand, 
and firms who declined to have anything to 
do with tho first consignment, except at 
less than a paying price, sent immediately 
on tho arrival of tho second ship, to secure 
all tho salmon, at a satisfactory figure. It 
was sold in tho 8tu.Ha at ninepenco per 
pound by tho whole fish, or at a shilling for 
speciul cuts. A magnificent eighty -pounder 
brought by tho Warrimoo wan exhibited 
for a couple of days in a window of tho 
moat travelled thoroughfare, and after hav- 
ing dono valuable service as an advertise- 
ment of tho capacity of British Columbia 
as a salmon producer, was sent by Capt. 
Arthur as a present to Governor Sir Robert. 
Duff, whoso gtieBta at Government House 
pronounced golden opinions upon it. Tho 
Canadian halibut, also sent in cold storage, 
has been very well received, but it will take 
longer to make a demand for this than 
for tho salmon, which of course has the 
advantage of tho world-wido reputation of 
its tribe, which tho Canadian variety well 
sustains. For canned salmon largo orders 
have been taken within tho past, few weeks, 
on tho strength of samples and quotations 
eont by firms in Victoria and Vancouver, 
and it ia apparent not only that Canada 
will sell a larger proportion of tho canned 
salmon consumed in Australia; but that tho 
superiority of tho article supplied will load 
to a greatly increased consumption. Tho 
market at present is reported as not firm, 
with a tendency to lower prices, quotations 
being, for best brands of new fish for Sep- 
tember delivery 63 9d to (in lOd per dozen.

American lobatera are reported to bo held 
at a higher price than prevailing elaewhero, 
and with a lowering market the quotation 
hero is !)s Ud apot for really good canning?. 
Oysters have doclinod to la lO.Jd, and even 
lower for largo ordors. 

PAPER AND PRINTING, 
Printed and lithographed matter is very 
largely imported; but ua the Germans have 
lately been competing at very low 
prices, for very inferior work, it ia doubtful 
whether Canadian firms could do anything in 
this lino. There are two olaasoa of buBiiiesa 
people who regularly givo ordors for com- 
mercial printing to be dono abroad, one 
comprising those who mako cost tho main 
consideration and have little regard for 
quality, and tho other, and amaller class, 
those who want something better than the 
very commonplace product of tho colonial 
presnpR, Canadian printers could satisfy 
the latter class us to quality, if a fair price 
•wcro paid. 

Paper making, except on a very Bmall 
and rough scale, is not carried on in Aus- 
tralia, and tho bulk of tho paper of all 
grades comes from England or the continent 
of Europe. It ia sent by the shipload, iu 
sailing vessels, at small cost for freight. 
The common prints appear to bo too cheap 
for Canadian competition, but in tho higher 
, grades the case might bo different. 

grocers' supplies. 
Very many articles handled by tho whole- 
sale grocer, and now imported from the 
United States hecauso offered from thero, 
could well be shipped by Canada. Amongst 
these one important firm mentioned con- 
densed milk, bottled fruits, potted meats, 
especially ox tongue und brawn, ham and 
bacon, butter boats, polishing materials, axe 
handle?, brooms, brushes, pails, tubs and 
hollowware generally. Though the first 
three urticles are largely prepared iu Aus- 
tralia, tho homo product lias for a variety 
of reasons not found such favor with many 
as have the best imported articles, and Can- 
adian goods tastily put up would sell well. 
In pork products Canada ought always to 
sell her goods in preferenco to tho Austral- 
ian, as the best conditions for pork raising 
aro not found here. In hollow waro thero is 
nothing to be seen which compares with 
the pails, tubs and basins supplied to tho 
Canadian and United States markets, and tho 
famous matches madn by tho same concern 
would certainly achieve popularity in com- 
petition with tho German and English goods 
now on this market. For broom making 
great quantities of millet are now import- 
ed from the United States. 

HARDWARE AND SAFES, 

Wire is used in immense (quantities for 
fencing, open as well as close, for protec- 
tion against tabbits, but hero the Germans 
compete with a rather superior article, sold 
at a very low prico. Tho sale Is bo large, 
however, that tho market should be worth 
experimenting upon. 

Safes, Buch as in use everywhere in Can- 
ada are not seen here, thoBo in general ubo 
boing of an antiquated, ugly type, seeming- 
ly proof neither against burglars nor tire, 
and fastened by lock and key. Tho Cana- 
dian safe, being an absolute protection 
againat fire, opening only to tho possessor of 
the combination, and withal a thing of 
boauty, ought to sell at sight, for, though 
it would undoubtedly cost more than tho 
make-believe to be replaced,' tbia is not a 
matter in which many business men would 
socrifice security for ecouomy. AttomptB 
have already been made by leading Can- 
adian makers to introduce these safoa, but 
they have not succeeded, probably because 
not long enough persisted in. 

MISCELLANEOUS LINES. 

There is a large importation of boots and 
shoes from the United States na well as 
from England and the continent of Europe, 
and in this line an opening might be found 
for tho excellent product turned out so 
cheaply from tho Canadian factories. Har- 
nes8 and other manufactures of leather, and 
belting of leather or rubber, aro also very 
largely imported. Tho fact that Australia 
ia a great producer of the raw material, 
from tho hides of her great herda of cattle, 
doeB not prevent tho importation of the 
manufactured article in this line, any more 
than her eminence as a wool producing 
country interferes with the purchase of the 
woollen wure3 of the foreign manufacturers. 

Clothing generally is of rather inferior qual- 
ity, but is cheap — probably too cheap for Can- 
adian competition. Tho prevailing depression 
has induced dealers to lower their prices, 
but at the same timo they have introduced 
cheap stuffs to replace superior goods for- 
merly in stock. Ab Canada sends cotton 
largely to China und Japan, she could prob- 
ably compete in this line hero also againat all 
comers. 

Electrical development has made little 
progress here as compared with that on tho 
American continent, and appoara to offer a 
good Geld for Canadian enterprise. So poor 
baa been tho satisfaction given by tho elec- 
trical lighting acd the attempts at electrical 
train service that one ia forced to the con- 
clusion that tho business haH not been man- 
aged so well as in the cities of the American 
continent, 

In fancy goods, toys, ete., there would be 
an excellent market for novelties, judging 
by the evident prosperity of the "American 
notion" shop. 

Kerosene oil offers great possibilities for 
an outlet for the very superior articlo pro- 
duced from the Canadian oil wells. This 
oil ia not- found at all in Australia, the only 
native product being an extract made from 
shale, and the import from tho U. S. is very 
largo, Strong evidence of tho want of sup- 
ply of good oil ut a moderate price 
in furnished by tho fact thut candles 
aro iu very general ubo as auxiliaries 
to the gas and clectrio lighting. The quo- 
tation is 14d per gal. 15° teat, ordinary 
brands. 

Portable saw mills, and portable enginea 
for farm use, havo been imported from 
Brantford, Out., for many years, and give 
very general satisfaction. 

Seuing machines from Canada ought to 
sell even better than tho United StateB 
article, and find u good and permunent mar- 
ket. 

Tho rxiensiveimportation of cigars, cigar- 
ettes and tobacco from tho United State* is 
an indication to the Canadian manufacturers 
of the new field open bore for their enterprise, 
The local manufacturers aro said to produce 
an inferior articlo on account of excessive 
competition. 

An occasional lithographed sign in 
the refreshment rooms gives evidenco that 
Canadian whiskey has had a 'fair introduc- 
tion, and inquiry develops tho fact thut it 
finds favor with the Australian palato.be- 
aidrs being a source of gratification to tho 
visitors from America. 

Though raw sugur is produced in Queens- 
land iu great quantities and refined for 
domestic consumption, tho product ia not 
equal, especially in appearance, to that of 
tho Canadian refineries, which, if intro- 
duced, should Oud its way upon many of tho 
best tables. 

Several varieties of Canadian fruits would 
bu welcomed in Australia by tho people of 
means os luxuries, ahould tho distance make 
tho coat great ; and by all classoa if, as ap- 
poara to be tho cabo, tho fruit could bo put 
on the market at a moderato prico. Tho re- 



versal of tho seasons would mako tho de- 
mand for Canadian apples, pears, plumo, 
apricots, poaches, and perliupa grapoa could 
bo landed here in good order out of cold 
storage chambers at tho timo of year whon 
there is no natural supply. 

The above statements show some of tho 
lines in which Canada could profitably open 
new outlets for bur pruducta through tho 
agency of tho fast steam servico whiah hor 
liberal aubsidy has established to Australia. 
In addition, she will huvo a great opportun 
ity in tho Fiji lalanda should tho uow pond 
ing arrangements for calling thero bo com- 
pleted, as this will bo an entirely fresh 
market, in which Canadian goods can take 
a place according to their merit and useful- 
ness, without having to fight against the 
prejudice born of long trading in other 
quarters, 

CITY MARKETS. 

Urulii Dealers Holding Off for This Benson's 
Crop— Fruit Remains Steady. 

In viow of being uble to obtaiu local grain 
within a few week, dealers in tho com- 
modity have uot renewed their Btock ua yet; 
their present supply seems equal to tho de- 
mand. Hay is also expected to conio in 
freely in a vury short time. In dairy pro- 
ducts there is a slight change, butter having 
risen about 2 centa per pound. Egg quota- 
tions aro ulao high. Meats of all kinds, 
save pork, aro firm und this exception to 
tho rulo is duo to tho scarcity of bacon in 
tho big Eastern markets, where during last 
week it was not quoted. Tho fruit 
market's condition is much the same as lust 
week. Grapes, however, uro much more 
plentiful now than before, while pears are 
gradually going off the market. The retail 
quotutions aro as follows :

NORTH WARD MEETING. 



Aldermanic Candidates Address the 
Work Estate Electors on Various 
Municipal Matters. 



Ex- A Id. Baker Defends His Actions 
While in the Council aud Makes 
Counter Charg-es. 



Ex-Aid. Baker who hnpeB, to-day, to bo 
ro-elected for North Ward as a member of 
the City Council, addressed a large meeting 
of tho electors in tho Hillside avenuo school, 
last evening. Candidate Humber was not 
present as expected, and tho meeting was 
consequently a comparatively quiet one. 

Mr. Blackett was called to the chair at 8 
o'clock sharp, and proceeded to put tho 
large audienco in good humor by making 
a vigorous and humorous speech, in which 
ho condemned tho delay in starting con- 
struction of £i '.York Estate surface drain. 
Ho suggested that It might havo been 
delayed so aa to bring it under the 
operation of that unpopular law, for which 
Aid. Belyeu waa responsible, prohibiting 
the use of material in tho manufacture of 
which Chin»"o had been employed. Speak- 
ing of tho rival candidates, ho would not 
any much, aa both had bricks in their hatB; 
only one of them had tho miafortuno to be 
found out, but tho other one ought to be, 
too. (Laughter and applause.) Ho was 
sorry Candidate Humber waa not ipresent 

A voice— Chin awuy till he comes. 
(Laughter.) 

Tho chairman, however, concluded his 
remarka by saying ho had not a very high 
opinion of the present Council. "Tho best 
thing to do," ho said, "is to wait till the 
next general election, and when that comeB 
turn tho wholo lot out." (Laughter and ap- 
plause ) 

Ex-Aid. Baker wan then called upon to 
address the meoting. In opening, he pro- 
tested against what ho called the unfair 
criticism of the newspapers, which had 
compared him to Boss Tweed and other 
boodlers. Ho could hold up both hands 
and declare they were clean. Before the 
Cook street drain contract had been award- 
ed, he had not spoken to a singlo contract- 
or on the subject. After the contract was 
awarded he Bold the brick to the con- 
tractor, but, aa Mr. Justico Walkem 
had declared this act to bo illegal, he had 
cancelled one-third of the contract, thereby 
losing money, for it would pay him much 
better to keep out of the Council and tender 
on the work and Bell bis bricks. Ho 
charged that Mayor Beaven waa a bitter 
enemy of the Work Estate people, and 
would not sign tho contract for tho Work 
Estute drain until the 90 days wore up, so 
that no material could bo Ubod in tho manu- 
facture of which Chinese labor had been 
employed. The reason the Times was 
against him waa that ho opposed Mayor 
Beaven, and the Colonist abused him be- 
cause the Manager, Mr. Ellia, was president 
of the B.C. Agricultural Association, and 
he (Baker) had opposed a wrongful vote of 
§2.000 to the Association. No mutter what 
they might say against him, however, he 
could always say he was aa good as tho rest 
of the aldermen there. When ex- Aid. 
Humber had been in the Council his (num- 
ber's) foreman had been given a contract 
for tho erection of tho electric light building 
and bought his bricks from Aid. Humber, 
whoso Bon got half tho proceeds of the con- 
tract. Tho contructor also had to pay 
Humber §1 a thousand more for Iub brick 
than unyono elso would have had to pay, 
and as Humber mado monoy out 
of the contract, which of them, 
Humber or Baker was tho worst ? He 
charged Aid. McKillican with being the 
whole causo of thia surface drains trouble; 
but he (McKillican) waa no better than the 
rcBt, for us chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee he passed accounts for lumber sup- 
plied for the repairs to tho Old Men'a Homo 
by McKillican te Anderson. Here waa a 
pious man, in whose mouth butter would 
not melt, und ho had been equally guilty. 
Aid. Styles, too, waa another one of them, 
for ho had bouses rented to city employes, 
and no one could discharge anyone of these 
employes while they worked for tho city 
and whilo Styles was in tho Council. John 
Coughlun wus another of them, as when he 
was in the Council he had un interest in tho 
contract for paving the Murket hull, and a 
direct interest also in tho contract for lay- 
ing the sidewalk around the hall. And yet 
he (Baker) waa vilified and abused all be- 
cause W. II. ElliB, of tho Colonist, had a 
grudge against him. But though he had 
been unseated, his re-election would not 
cost a cent as ho would not draw tho §200 
voted to membersof tho Council. Tho Mayor, 
ho declared again, had kept back tho Work 
estate drain to make it como under the 
operation of this anti-Chinesa motion of 
Aid. Belyca's. What wcro the peoplo going 
to do for brick if those made by Chinese 
wero not used ? For instance, in his own 
yard he employed fifteen Chinese, and 
others did the samo, ao that to get unti- 
Chinese brick tho Council would have to go 
to Seattle or Japan. Tho peoplo at the bot- 
tom of this was the big Terra Cotta com- 
pany, which had been assisted by the late 
engineer, Mr. Mohan, whom ho (Halter) 
had had removed. Ho would never have 
been in tho field at all but for tho Citizens' 
ticket, which was really organized in a 
meeting of tho Torra Cotta company to 
work their own onds. But tho remit had 
shown that Mohun's system waa wrong, for 
tho surface dr ins wero better any day than 
thosewers. Whether ho got into tho City 
Council or not he waa going to try to have 
a big public meeting called to discuss the 
question of running Bowcrago into tho aur- 
Jaco druius. The city engineer had told 



him that tho surfaco drains wore equal to 
sowers in every respect, aud why not havo 
tho connections made with them 1 If he 
could get back into tho council ho 
would try to redistribute North ward, 
which wus too large, and had not 
the representation it ought to have. Con- 
cluding, ho asked all to vote for him, though 
ho had far more to loao than to gain by go- 
ing into the Council. 

Mr. B. H. WoBt, in response to numerous 
calls, spoko at seme length, announcing that 
ho was going to voto for Mr. Baker, who 
was more in lino with hia views than Mr. 
Humber. Ho advocated cutting down the 
civic BttlarieB, and Mr. Baker was in favor of 
this und should bo supported for having 
tried to discharge Mr. Mohun, tho Sauitury 
Engineer, who waB getting u largo salary 
and giving the Council no direct bonefit. 
Ho violently assailed the Local Improve- 
ment By-law, which ho characterized as tho 
moat iniquitous und unholy piece of legisla- 
tion that hud ever been foisted upon tho 
public. Another reason why ho waa going 
to voto for Mr. Hiker was, that it was the 
bounden duty of every froeborn anil liberty- 
loving subject to voto for unyono tho Col- 
onist opposed (loud luughter and applause). 
Proceeding, he congratulated Aid. Baker for 
voting Bgttinit) tho grant to the British Co- 
lumbia Agricultural Association, which 
could never bo a success until the 
speculators wero driven out and the laud 
wus made cheup enough to pay peoplo to 
cultivate it. Tho Victoria & Sidney Railway 
matter should bo looked into very carefully 
to see what was being done. Concluding, 
ho attackod the city newspapers, which he 
suggested wero not honest, and garbled tho 
reports of public meetings. 

Mayor Beaven was next called upon, and, 
on coming forward, expressed his pleasure 
at seeing so many ratepayers present, taking 
a keen interest in municipal polities. Ho 
was Borry ho had not heard all of Candidate 
Baker'a remarks, but what little ho did hoar 
him say was confined to two heads— one 
trying to show that there wero other peoplo 
in tho city in a worse position than ho 
(Baker) wae, and aecond, trying to show 
that the construction of tho Work Estate 
drain wus delayed by certain ollicials, in- 
cluding the Mayor. This latter assertion ho 
most emphatically denied, as ho had always 
endeavored to havo the work pushed for- 
ward. What delay there waB, was caused 
by having to get tho private property, 
through which the drain was to run, trans- 
ferred to the City. Tho fact was, he had 
attached his signature to the contract tho 
very day after the Council authorized him 
to. While disclaiming the fathership of 
tho anti-Chinese resolution which had been 
referred to, he could say he had always been a 
consistent opponent of the Chinese. Ho 
did not believe in buncomb or in advocating 
a principle which could not bo carried out. 
However, the CouLcil passed the resolution. 
The wish was a most desirublo one if it 
could be carried out, but so long as Chinese 
were allowed in tho country he did not 
know how material in the manufacture of 
which thoy had been employed could bo 
distinguished. 

A Voico — Why didn't you call for ten- 
dora for the Work Estate drain sooner ? 

Tho Mayor — If I was the eugineer I might 
tell you. 

The Same Voice — Oh ! I thought you 
were running the city. (Laughter.) 

Tho Mayor, continuing, did not think it 
was tho fault of anyone that tho work wus 
deluyed. He confessed he did not know 
what particular committeo of tho Council 
had charge of tho Burfuco drains, but cer- 
tainly he thought Aid. Baker had moro to 
do with them than anyone else. Perhaps 
one cause of the delay hud been the con- 
stunt interruptions of rutepayera und others 
who called ut tho various city offices. If ho 
had unything to do with tho civic govern- 
ment in tho futuro, ho would try to rectify 
this, Continuing, he defended tho ex- 
penditure for tho contagious diseases' hos- 
pital, which, he declared, should havo been 
made a long time ugo. In justifying this 
expenditure ho referred to tho smallpox 
outbreak of lust year, when ho said ho had 
at the outset met with opposition from 
Jubilee hospital dircators to whom bo had 
gnno to leuso some of their property for un 
isolation hospital. After various difficulties 
were encountered tho city waa compelled 
to accept a proposition from the Jubi 
hospital directors by which they took charge 
of tho patients, but the city had to foot tlu 
bills, having no control over the expend!' 
ture. Ho did not, however, wiBh to say the 
expenditure wub improper, but tho city 
should have had control of it. Taken alto- 
gether, otio of the best things the Council 
of this year had done waa to build tho hos- 
pital, and it was an extraordinary thing this 
had not been done before. Referring to the 
late troublo in the Council, he declared ho 
had done his duty in Bending back tho reso- 
lution to the Council when ho found by in- 
controvertible evidence that tho city wero 
going to pay H, H. Macdonuld & Co. some 
§700 or §300 more for a pieco of work than 
another responsible contractor had offered 
to do it for. 

Mr. B. H. West— What I want to find 
out is why the §30,000 more than is really 
neoded to build tho isolation hospital bo 
riiiBo l this year? 

Tho Mayor — Tho amount wo proposo 
to roiao is just tho exact amount 
we bad in tho eBtimates as tho 
required expenditure. Tho balance of 
tho money after the hospital was built would 
create u general health fund for use in case 
of necessity. He hoped it would not bo 
necessary to levy any such rate, next year, 
Tho ratepayers must remember, too, that 
the school expenses had been paid and of tho 
general revenue. In reply to a question 
from a ratepayer ho stated that when tho 
by law to raise 660,000, to pay the smallpox 
billa of last summer, wus before tho rate 
payers, ho had thought tho money should 
huve been paid out of tho general revenue 
as ho did not believe in borrowing.
